"T make the following voluntary statement 
to who has identified himself to me as a Special Agent 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 


"I have known Dr. Charles S. Johnson since the summer of 1938 when 
I first became associated with him as a research fellow in the Department of 
Social Sciences at Fisk University. In this capacity I worked on the research 
that was current in the department at that time, three of which appeared 
later as publications, 
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"My knowledge of Dr. JOHNSON as a person would lead me to believe 
that he is a person of excellent character, sound judgement and a person 
intensely interested in working for social development within our present 
democratic framework. He enjoys the highest reputation of people, not PUT 
within his field of competance, but a larger public as well. 


"I have observed nothing which would lead me to believe that 
Dr, JOHNSON is not a loyal citizen, : 


"Because of his interest in interpreting and dad 
problems, Dr, JOHNSON has participated in numerous organizations, two of 
which later have been termed subversive. I know that he participated in 
the activities of the Southern Conference of Human Welfare and the Southern 
Negro Youth Congress, and here as in other organizations, he brought to 
bear the scientific knowledge and human understanding which characterizes 
his approach to problems. Even within these organizations Dr, JOHNSON 
approached them with a type of realism which is consistant with our whole 
democratic philosophy as is opposed to any subversive approach,

_ In October of EE ee 
of Fisk University, Nashville, Tennessee, advised in connection with 


another investigation that he had known Dr, JOHNSON]. | .He 
stated it was at his suggestion that JOHNSON was brought to Fisk University 
and was made head of the Social Science Department, which position he held 
at the time of that interview. He stated JOHNSON's reliability, honesty, 
patriotism, and loyalty to the United States were unquestioned, He ‘stated, 
however, that both he and JOHNSON were "a little to the left." He explained 
that Dr. JOHNSON was not.a Communist, but was a little to the left of the 
middle of the road trend." He advised that JOHNSON!s activities in research 
as a student of social science carried him in any organizations, some of 
which probably had Communistic tendencies. Stated that JOHNSON was 
perhaps the best informed person in the South on the true negro situation. 
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Dr. JOHNSON was interviewed in connection with another matter in 
October, l9hl, at which time he advised that he had served on the Advisory 
Committees of both the Southern Conference for Human Welfare and the Southern 
Negro Youth Congress. 


On December 7, 1951, Dr. JOHNSON was interviewed by the reporting 
agent in connection with another matter, at which time the Southern Negro 
Youth Congress and the Southern Conference for Human Welfare came into the 
conversation. He stated that he had been active in both organizations and 
had been on the Advisory Committees for both organizations, Dr. JOHNSON 
Stated that his interest in the organizations had been because of the fact 
that they purportedly were interested in formulating some plans for the 
improvement of social conditions in the South, particularly with relation 
to the negroes, and that they purported to make a study of such social 
conditions from an intellectual standpoint. He stated that because of 
his interest in race relations and in the field of social science, he became 
connected with the organizations. He stated he subsequently left the Southern 
Negro Youth Congress because of some of the trends of activities with which 
he did not agree and which he suspected were motivated by subversive interests 
with which he wanted no part, He stated that possibly there were members 
of the Southern Conference for Human Welfare who had subversive tendencies;

Tennessee, advised that he has known Dr. JOHNSON as a fellow educator for 
many years, stating he is a man of highest integrity and one who has an 
excellent reputation among his associates in the field of education, He 
Stated he considers JOHNSON to be a loyal and patriotic citizen and a man 
whose associates are above reproach, 
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In October, 1911, [y ] Tennessee A & I College, 


which is now Tennessee State University, Nashville, Tennessee, advised that 
he had known Dr. JOHNSON for a period of 10 or 15 years at that time. He 
stated Dr. JOHNSON was neither a Communist nor a radical, but as a student 
of social science he would join organizations that appeared to have 
Communist tendencies. He stated this was because of JOHNSON's interest 
in social science, and that he would join organizations which purported 

to study and improve social conditions. He characterized JOHNSON as being 
quite loyal and patriotic, stating he was one of the best informed persons 
in the South on the true negro situation as a result of his research into 
negro problems and conditions. He stated that he considered JOHNSON to be

Was interviewed concerning Dr, JOHNSON on 
December 13, 1951, at which time he stated his opinion of Dra JOHNSON 
had not changed.

Persons furnishing 
this information advise his activities are not motivated by any communistic 
sympathies, but because of his interést in social problems in the South. JOHNSON

On December 7, 1951, Dr. JOHNSON was interviewed by an agent 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation in connection with another 
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matter. At that time he advised that he had been active in the Southern 
Negro Youth Congress, which he left when he suspected that some of the 
activities of this group were motivated by subversive interests with which 
he wanted no parte 


One CHARLES JOHNSON who is not otherwise identified was

ciates are people who are above reproache He pointed out that the majority 


of Dre JOHNSON's associates are among professional people in the educational 
field and that they are all highly regarded, 


Stated that there is no doubt in his mind of 
Dre JOHNSON's loyalty to the U. S. He stated that Dr. JOHNSON being in 
the position that he is, is constantly besieged with invitations to join 
organizations and because of his position, has to accept membership in 
many organizations, He advised that because of this, from time to time, 
he does get into organizations which are later regarded as being un-American;

In connection with a prior investigation concerning Dr. 
JOHNSON, which was conducted in 1951, the following persons were contacted:

Nashville, was contac e advised that he was a 
student under Dr, JOHNSON while he, bended Fisk University as 

an under graduate. He stated that Dr. JOHNSON was of excellent character 
and reputation and that he has no doubt of his being a loyal citizen. He 
stated that Dr. JOHNSON came to “isk University in September, 1928 as the 
head of the Department of Sociology, which position he held until 1947 when 
he was made president of the university. During the time that he has been 
at Fisk, he has attained the reputation of being one of the outstanding 
educators in the U. Se He has served on many governmental commissions with 


the United Nations a rivate boards, particularly those having to 
do with education, stated that he could not recall from manory 
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all of the organizations with which Dr. JOHNSON has been associatede He 
stated that in connection with his official duties, Dr. JOHNSON has traveled 
widely throughout the Us Se and a large portion of the world and that re- 
sulting from his travels, he has friends and associates in the field of 
education and race relations throughout the Us Se and the worlde 


advised that in view of Dr. JOHNSON's interest 
and work in the field of race relations, particularly with regard to the 
Negro situation in the U, Se, he is sometimes regarded as a liberal and 
would probably classify himself as such. He stated, however, that any 
activities in which JOHNSON has participated resulted from the highest 
motives on his part and that he has no subversive tendencies whatsoever.

JOHNSON for many years and has been associated with him at Fisk Univer~ 
sity. He stated that Dre JOHNSON is an extremely high type individual 
who bears an excellent reputation among all those who know him and among 
persons in the field of education. He stated that he has a very wide ac- 
quaintanceship among educational leaders throu e Ü, Se and that 
all his associates are all above reproach, me that he 
considers Dre JOHNSON to be extremely loyal and patriotic and that he 
knows he has no subversive tendencies whatsoever. He stated in this re- 
gard he knows because of his own dealings with JOHNSON at Fisk Univer- 
sity that Dr. JOHNSON has attempted to be extremely careful to keep all 
subversive influences away from the university because he considers 

this extremely dangerous for university students to be subjected to such 
influences, inasmuch as they are immature and impressiomable.

motivated by highest principles and would not have agreed to any subversive

In October, 1 in connection with another investigation, 
of Fisk University, advised that he

of the interview, He stated JOHNSON's reliability, honesty, patriotism, 
and loyalty to the Ue S, were unquestioned. He stated, however, that both 
he and JOHNSON were "a little to the left." He explained that Dr. JOHNSON 
was not a communist, but was "a little to the left of the middle of the 
road trend." He advised that JOHNSON's activities in the research as a 
student of social science carried him into many organizations, some of which 
probably had communistic tendencies, |]  ]statea that JOHNSON was perhaps 
the best informed person in the South on the true Negro situation, 


In October, 19h, Dr. JOHNSON was interviewed by an agent 
of the FBI in connection with another matter. At this time, he advised the 
agent that he had served on the advisory committee of both the Southern 
Conference for Human Welfare and the Southern Negro Youth Congress. Since 
19ll, Dre JOHNSON has been contacted from time to time concerning the activi- 
ties of certain individuals connected with the Southern Conference for Human 
Welfare and the Southern Negro Youth Congress and has been contacted in con- 
nection with other individuals who were suspected of having communistic 


sympathies, He has always been very cooperative in furnishing any information 
. which he might have concerning these individuals and has indicated that he 
is opposed to communist activities. 


On December و7‎ 1951, Dre JOHNSON was interviewed in connec- 
tion with another matter at which time the Southern Negro Youth Congress 
and Southern Conference for Human Welfare came into the conversation, 

He advised the interviewing agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
that he had been active in both organizations and had been on advisory 
committees of both organizations. Dr. JOHNSON stated that his interest in 
the organizations had been because of the fact that they purportedly were 
interested in formulating some plans for the improvement of social condi- 
tions in the South, particularly with relation to the Negroesg and that 
they purported to make a study of such social conditions from an intellectual 
standpoint. He stated that because of his interest in racial relations 

and the field of social science, he became connectéd with the organizations, 
He subsequently left the Southern Negro Youth Congress because of some 
trends of activity with which he did not agree and which he suspected were 
motivated by subversive interests with which he wanted no part. He stated 
that possibly there were members of the Southern Conference for Human Wel- 
fare who had subversive tendencies; however, he noted no degree of control 
over the organization as a whole by these peoples He stated that in the 
event he had noticed such control by subversive individuals, he would have 
opposed them with within the organization,

RESULTS OF INVESTIGATION 


Files of the Passport Office of the U.S. Department 
of State, disclosed that Passport No. 667582 was issued to 
the applicant on June 5, 1952, for an intended visit of 
approximately three months duration to various European 
countries. The applicant noted that he was to represent the 
Board of Foreign Scholarships (U.S. State Department) and 
intended to visit the U.S. Educational Foundations in the 
various countries. This passport was renewed on August 3, 
1955, for the expressed purpose of visiting universities in 
several European countries. The passport file reflected no 
information reflecting adversely upon Mr, JOHNSON, 
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Å summary report of derogatory suitability information, other 


than loyalty, was forwarded to the head of the above inter- 
national organization. 
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Reference is made to your memorandum of August 26, 1955 
reguesting information as to whether or not affiliation with 
the United States Cómmission for UNESCO (member Executive 
Committee) falls within the purview of Executive Order 10450. 


The basic law governing appóintments to the U. 5. National * 
Commission to UNESCO, Public Law 565, 79th Congress, Second 2 
Session, provides 


"the Secretary of State shall cause to be organized 
a National Commission on Educational, Scientific, and 
Cultural Cooperation of not to exceed one hundred members. 
Such Commission shall be appointed by the Secretary of 
State and shall consist of (a) not more than sixty 
representatives of principal national, voluntary organiza- 
tions interested in educational, scientific, and cultural 
matters; and (b) not more than forty outstanding persons 
selected by the Secretary of State, including not more 
than ten persons holding office under or employed by the 
Government of the United States, not more than fifteen 
representatives of the educational, scientific, and 
cultural interests of State and local governments, Ja

not more than fifteen persons chosen at large. The 
Secretary of State is authorized to name in the first 
instance fifty of the principal netional voluntary 
organizations, each of which shall be invited to des- 
ignate one representative for ot to the National 
Commission." 


The law further provides that one-third of The members 
shall serve a t rm of one year, one-third a term of “two years, 
and one-third a term of three years, to constitute the initial 
Nationel Commission, and thereafter members shall be appointed 
for a term of three years each, but no member shall serve more 
than two consecutive terms. The National Commission shall meet 
at least once annually. No member of the Commission shall be 
allowed any salary or other cospensation for services except 
travel expenses not to exceed $10 per diem. The National 
Commission is further authorized to cell special conferences 
of experts who are likewise remunerated and the Mepartment of 
State is authorized Lo provide the necessary Secretariat for 
the Commission. 


The law makes no provision for investigation or security 
clearance of the individual members of the National Commission 
and these members are not considered employees of the Department 
of State and do not come under the provisions of Executive Order 
10450. However, since the Secretary has the responsibility for 
the selection of members of the U. 5. National Commission to 
UNESCO the Department of State initiates appropriate inquiries 
on nominees to aid in the selection process. These inquiries are 
usually limited to name checks in national agencies as members do 
not need to have access to classified information of the Department 
of State. 


With respect to Mr. Johnson, this office has been informed 
by the Department's Bureau of International Organization that 
Mr. Johnson is not presently a member of the U. S. National 
Commission for UNESCO. 
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
